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Call for zero 
tolerance and 
£1,000 fines 
for litterbugs 


A VALE councillor 
has said people who 
litter should face 
fines of up to £1,000 
to stop the rising 
tide of litter in 
public places. 

The call comes after a 
Bank Holiday weekend 
that saw local beauty 
spots disfigured by huge 
amounts of abandoned 
refuse such as plastic 
bottles, fast food cartons, 
cans, coffee cups and 
plastic bags. 

Cllr Kevin Mahoney 
told The GEM it was 
time for a “zero tolerance 
approach”. 

He told The GEM: 
“The time for 
pussyfooting around is 
now over. 

“There are signs all 
over the Vale warning of 
£1,000 fines for littering 
and dog fouling. Let’s 
start taking offenders to 
court and requesting that 
magistrates dish out fines 
of £600, £700 or £1,000. 

“Just as importantly 
the fines need to be 
enforced and collected.”

Cllr Mahoney said he 
had raised the issue of 
littering before at the 
Vale Council. 

“In the past, I have 
been told that over 50 per 
cent of the £75 fixed 
penalty notice fines are 
never collected in full.” 

He said council staff 
should be able to spot 
people who are leaving 
rubbish on the beach or at 
a beauty spot and 
approach them. 

“It surely can’t be too 
difficult for teams of 
litter and dog fouling 
operatives to identify 
offenders and notify 
them of the Vale’s 
intention to prosecute.” 

Cllr Mahoney 

described the £75 fixed 
penalties as “pitifully 
low” and said tough fines 
should be supplemented 
with publicity. He said 


the strategy would act as 
a proper deterrent. 

“Let’s not just 
introduce a policy of 
taking offenders to court, 
let’s also name and 
shame those convicted 
with details in the media 
and on council websites. 

“Offenders are 

blighting areas with their 
disregard for the 
environment and the 
general non-littering 
public.” 

Cllr Mahoney has 
written to the Leader of 
the Vale Council, John 
Thomas, outlining the 
measures he would like 
to see taken. 

He added that he 
wanted to see a concerted 
effort by local 
authorities, the courts 
and the Welsh 
Government to get a grip 
on the problem.

A massive fire took 
hold at Barry 
Constitutional Club 
on Station Street, 
Barry, on May 15. 

At the height of the 
blaze firefighters from 
eight stations were 
involved and clouds of 
black smoke were 
drifting across the town. 

The police have 
launched an 

investigation into the 
cause of the fire. 

The Fire Service 
received calls at just 
after 8pm that the 
derelict building was 
ablaze. 

A Fire Service 
spokeswoman said: “At 
20:06 on Tuesday, May 
15, South Wales Fire and 
Rescue Service received 
reports of a fire on 
Station Street, Barry. 

“Two crews from 
Barry were mobilised 


and, on arrival, were 
confronted with a well- 
developed fire at Barry 
Docks Constitutional 
Club and commenced 
external firefighting 
operations. 

“At the height of the 
incident, crews from Ely, 
Cardiff Central, Penarth, 
Llantwit Major, 

Pontypridd, Caerphilly 
and Maindee were on 
scene, with water from 
Barry Dock used to 
dampen down the 
building and bring the 
fire under control. 

“One crew from Barry 
remains at the incident 
this morning 

(Wednesday) and a joint 
fire and police 
investigation into the 
cause is under way.”

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'Standing up for 
local wildlife’ 


I T is with great 
concern that I 
find myself 
writing this letter. 
The Vale Council’s 
cabinet has 
approved a report 
seeking to offer 
areas of open space 
land to third-party 
partner 

organisations to 
develop new 
activities and 
facilities (see 
cabinet report, 

April 16, 
‘Development of 
tourism and 
commercial 
opportunities at 
countryside service 
sites). 

Included in this 
proposal are plans for 
development at both 
Porthkerry and 
Cosmeston Country 
Parks. I believe that this 
could lead to more 
parkland being needed 
for parking, roads, paths 
and buildings and an 
inevitable increase in 
visitors, sewage and 
litter, in what are very 
sensitive ecological 
areas. 

In addition, the idea 
of leasing these areas to 
private companies could 
lead to local residents 
being excluded from 
sections of the parks, 
which is worrying. 

As a Barry resident, I 
am particularly 
concerned about the 
proposal to lease parts of 
Porthkerry Country Park 
for camping and an 


outdoor tourism activity, 
such as a high ropes 
facility. 

Porthkerry supports 
many vulnerable wildlife 
species such as adders, 
bats, bull finches and a 
number of rare tree and 
plant species. 

I was extremely 
surprised to see that the 
‘Sustainability and 
Climate change 
implications’ section of 
the report made no 
reference to the damage 
such a tourism venture 
would inevitably have 
on the biodiversity of 
this beautiful park. 

Even more concerning 
is the fact that the Vale 
Council has completely 
ignored the findings of 
the ‘State of Nature’ 
report. 

This report stated that 
the UK has lost 40 per 
cent of its wildlife since 
the 1950s and that 
everyone has a duty, 
including all levels of 
government, to do their 
utmost to help protect 
the UK’s remaining 
wildlife. 

Instead of looking for 
development 
opportunities, the 
council should be 
looking at extending 
these parks and helping 
to protect their 
biodiversity. 

I shall watch with 
interest how these 
proposals develop and 
do MY utmost to try and 
protect our local wildlife 
and scenic settings.

Has potential impact of 
proposed new road on 
villages been considered? 


H ere we go again. 
The Vale Council 
has a consultation 
about driving a major new 
road from Junction 34 of 
the M4 to Sycamore Cross 
on the A48, bypassing 
Pendoylan. 

It proposes a major elevated 
trunk road with several 
bridges or flyovers crossing 
country lanes at various points, 
anticipated to carry up to 
10,000 travellers per day. 

Included in the consultation 
is reference to a park and ride 
scheme at Junction 34. 

The journey from the 
motorway to the A48 is 
currently sometimes difficult at 
places where the road does not 


allow two vehicles to pass. This 
could be alleviated by widening 
the existing road at those 
points. 

However, the consultation 
does not include this 
alternative. Instead, in 
responding, members of the 
public must choose between 
options where the road passes 
to the east or west of 
Pendoylan. 

Either way, this would 
involve people losing their 
homes, huge increases in noise, 
air and light pollution, loss of 
precious unspoilt green space 
and potentially the destruction 
of a Site of Special Scientific 
Interest and the increase of 
flood risk in Peterston super 
Ely. 


It has been well 
demonstrated that new roads 
increase traffic and congestion 
on existing local roads. The 
impact on motorists travelling 
west/east on the A48 will be 
serious, especially at rush hour. 

The presence of such a road 
would be used as justification 
for further future residential 
development in villages such as 
Bonvilston and St Nicholas. 

The estimated cost for the 
less expensive of the two routes 
is in excess £55 million. We all 
know what happens to such 
estimated costs. And we can all 
think of better ways to spend 
our money.

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Man thinks local 
picnic area has 
asbestos sheets

A BARRY resident claims he 
has reported fly-tipped 
rubbish in a picnic area seven 
times and it still has not been 
picked up, writes TIM 
CHAPMAN. 

Barrie V Evans said it was 
particularly concerning because he 
thinks the items are ‘asbestos roofing 
sheets’ which could pose a health 
hazard. 

Mr Evans told The GEM: “In 
September 2017,1 reported an incident 
of the indiscriminate fly-tipping of 
corrugated asbestos roofing sheets near 
the picnic area on Eive Mile Lane near 
Barry. 

“I reported it via the Vale Council’s 
telephone reporting and answering 
service. 

“These asbestos sheets have been 
dumped behind the hedgerow near the 
picnic area. Motorists stop their cars 
here to take advantage of the area. 
Some have children with them and 
many play hide and seek behind the 
hedgerow. 

“Under normal circumstances this 
would be okay, but the dumped 
asbestos I reported to the council last 


year is still evident and has not been 
removed. 

“Surely this must be regarded as a 
danger and should have been acted 
upon immediately?” 

Mr Evans says he went on to report 
it in October, November, December 
and January. 

“I also reported it personally to 
councillors Steffan William and Nick 
Hodges. They both reported my 
concerns to the appropriate 
departments and officials but the 
danger is still there. 

“It has been reported seven times, 
excluding when I went to report it at 
the reception area of the Civic Offices 
on Holton Road and was told I could 
only report fly-tipping by telephone. 

“I was there at the office and they 
had no facility to take my report other 
than to pass the buck by giving me the 
number which has so far proved 
fruitless.” 

Mr Evans said he was frustrated. 
“They tell you to report such incidents 
and when you do, nothing gets done. It 
beggars belief.” 

The GEM asked the Vale Council to 
comment, but at the time of going to 
press no comment had been received.

Warm tribute paid to 
Barry-born diplomat 


THE Mayor of the Vale of Glamorgan has 
paid a warm tribute to Barry-born Somali 
diplomat Abdulrahim Abby Farah who 
died at his home in New York on Monday, 
May 14. 

Mr Farah was 98 and has been described as one of 
Somalia’s most accomplished diplomats. 

Vale Mayor, Cllr Leighton Rowlands, said: “Mr 
Farah's accomplishments were vast, covering wide- 
ranging areas from youth, community, race relations, 
diplomatic initiatives, to UN peacekeeping. 

“The Somali community has lost a great leader.” 

Mr Farah grew up in Barry and attended 


Gladstone Road School. He went on to study at 
Oxford University. 

He served in a number of diplomatic positions, 
including as Somalia’s Ambassador to Ethiopia from 
1961 until 1965, and as the country’s representative 
to the United Nations in New York from 1965 until 
1972. He also represented Somalia in the League of 
Arab States from 1979 until 1990. 

He chaired a special committee against apartheid, 
and is credited with helping in the release of Nelson 
Mandela. 

In later years, he worked to strengthen African 
grassroots organisations.

ON May 6, mother 
and daughter Beth 
and Amelie 

Alexander, who live 
on Barry Island, 
went for a late 
afternoon walk on 
the beach at 
Whitmore Bay, and 
eight-year-old 
Amelie was 

incensed by what 
she saw. 

Amelie was 

determined to do 
something about the 
litter. 

Her friend Nia Davies, 
aged seven, who also 
lives on the Island, 
volunteered to help. 

The two girls, their 
mothers and Amelie’s 
grandparents turned up at 
Whitmore Bay beach as 
people were leaving late 
in the afternoon of Bank 
Holiday Monday.

Penarth’s Roll of Honour 
project is gaining pace 


NOVEMBER 11, 
1918, marked the 
end of the First 
World War and 
thoughts in 
Penarth had 
already turned to a 
memorial for the 
fallen. 

By May 8, 1919, the 
Penarth Times was able 
to report in detail what 
form the memorial 
would take. The 
proposed Roll of 
Honour would record 
‘all those in Penarth 
who have fallen’. 

The article went on to 
request relatives of 
those who had died to 
submit names ‘to the 
Rev H C Morton, who 
has this part of the work 
in hand’. 

As a result of this 
appeal, 207 names were 
put forward and can be 
seen on the original 
Town Memorial which 
stands inside St 
Augustine's Church. The 
207 names are listed at 
www.friendsofstaugustin 
es.org/roll-of- 
honour/list-on-roll. 

For the last four 
years, the Roll of 
Honour project team, 
together with 
descendants of those 
who died, has been 


investigating the lives of 
these men in Penarth 
before they went to war. 

For example, the 
niece of Thomas Cox 
has been in touch. She 
says that Thomas was 
known as Harry in the 
family. Together with 
his seven siblings, he 
lived with his parents, 
Charles and Lena Cox, 
in Windsor Terrace. 

He did exceedingly 
well at Penarth County 
School (now Stanwell 
School). Harry was 
good at sport, he was a 
Boy Scout and a Sunday 
School teacher. He was 
awarded an entrance 
Scholarship to 
University College 
Cardiff where he 
graduated with honours. 
He had hoped to 
become a civil engineer. 

Harry was killed in 
action, aged 22. 

The team intends to 
record for posterity this 
and many other family 
stories concerning the 
men. The team would 
like to hear from 
present-day family 
members who have not 
already been in touch.

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‘JOBS FOR THE NEW 
BOYS’ — charge 
against Vale Council 


VALE Council Conservatives 
have been criticised for giving 
men all the key roles in the 
cabinet and many other senior 
posts. 

The Vale Council leader John 
Thomas appointed an unchanged 
cabinet team during the council’s 
annual meeting on Wednesday May 9. 

Cllr Leighton Rowlands was elected 
as Mayor of the Vale for the coming 
year, while for scrutiny committees, 
Cllr Vincent Bailey will head the 
environment and regeneration, Cllr 
George Carroll will be the chairman of 
corporate performance and resources. 

Elsewhere, Cllr Vincent Driscoll 
will head the licensing and public 
protection committee. 

Opposition parties have criticised a 
perceived Tack of diversity’ in the 
council’s top positions. 

The Conservatives have said they 
take diversity seriously and appointed 
the cabinet and scrutiny heads based 
on experience. 

Labour’s Cllr Lis Burnett, who has 
been appointed to chair the learning 
and culture scrutiny committee, said 
the situation was “depressing.” 

She said: “We have got a 
tremendous amount of talented women 
who can step into these roles. 

“It’s a matter for the Tory 
administration to put their house in 
order. They are so dismissive of their 
women councillors.” 

Concerns have also been raised that 
some councillors elected to senior 
positions in the council have only been 
members since last year’s elections. 

Cllr Ian Johnson, Plaid Cymru 
group leader on the Vale Council said: 
“The most talented and skilled people 
should be appointed to roles in public 
life. That’s important to get the best 
public services. 

“However there must be something 


wrong with the Conservatives if they 
think that a man is always the right 
choice for the Vale, whatever their age, 
experience and background. 

“If I was a woman in the Tory group 
on the Vale Council, I would be asking 
why four men first elected last year 
have been given important roles with 
extra pay while I’ve been ignored.” 

Heads of the other two scrutiny 
committees - healthy living and homes 
and safe communities - will be 
appointed by a vote during their next 
meetings. 

Of the Conservatives’ 23 councillors 
in the Vale, five are women. For 
Labour, there are nine women and five 
men, while Plaid have three men and 
one woman as councillors. 

Cllr John Thomas, the Leader of the 
council, said: “At such a challenging 
time for local government in Wales 
experience is key and I have chosen to 
continue with the same cabinet and 
scrutiny committee chairs who have 
performed so ably during the first year 
of the administration. 

“This does not mean that the 
administration does not take equality 
and diversity very seriously, which we 
certainly do, and it should not be 
forgotten that all members of the 
council play a role in decision making 
through the membership of committees 
and in debates and votes at meetings of 
full council.” 

Leighton Rowlands is the youngest 
Vale Mayor ever - aged 28 - and also 
the first openly gay male to take the 
role. 

He said: “From my experience as 
deputy mayor last year my group has 
always been able to promote diversity 
and equality. 

“The Vale council sees equality as 
one of the issues at the forefront for us. 
I’m all for having a woman in the 
cabinet and chairing the committees. It 
should be judged on merit.” LDR 


Local minibus service 
suits supermarket shoppers 


EVERY Thursday 
for the last four 
years, Paul Morris, 
a volunteer with 
East Vale 
Community 
Transport (EVCT), 
has taken groups of 
people in a minibus 
from Llandough to 
shop at local 
supermarkets. 

A spokesperson said: 
“His passengers are full 
of praise for him.” 

One passenger said: 
“He allows me to keep 
my independence” said 
one; “He even helps me 
load and unload my 
shopping,” said another. 

Mr Morris takes the 
EVCT minibus on two 
routes around the estate 
off Penlan Road 
collecting passengers 
from their houses. 

The first journey 
takes a group to Tesco 
at Cogan. Mr Morris 
then collects a second 
group, leaving some at 
Asda in Ferry Road and 
returning to Tesco. The 
remaining passengers 
disembark and he assists 
in loading the bags of 
the first group, whom he 
takes home.

Llandough Hospital 
plans for expansion 


ONE of the Vale’s main 
hospitals is planning a major 
expansion. 

University Hospital Llandough 
wants to build a two-storey extension 
to its orthopaedic unit, which would 
include a new reception area, changing 
facilities and offices. 

The extension would, suggests a 
spokesperson, “improve the provision 
of orthopaedic services to reduce 
waiting times for patients”. 

It would add to work proposed in 
the existing building, where two new 
operating theatres are planned. 

A statement on behalf of Cardiff and 


Vale University Health Board said: 
“The extension is required to enable 
the internal works that are necessary 
for the service improvements at the 
Cardiff and Vale Orthopaedic Centre, 
at University Hospital Llandough. 

“The extension is to provide offices 
and a new reception area and 
improvements in mechanical and 
electrical services.” 

If allowed, the new building would 
be the latest extension to the hospital 
after a new adult mental health unit 
was built there.

AN lecturer from 
Cardiff and Vale 
College, who has 
overcome a spinal 
injury to develop a 
teaching career, has 
been named Trainer 
of the Year in this 
year’s Vocational 
Qualification (VQ) 
Awards for Wales. 

Tom Jones uses 
experimental learning, 
often using body armour, 
protective equipment and 
army uniforms to get 
over a message. Many of 
his 14-16 age group 
students may not have 
seen a school classroom 
for months, so engaging 
them often requires a 
different approach. 

The VQ Trainer of the 
Year Award recognises 
individual trainers who 
have made a contribution 
to supporting learners in 
the workplace. 

He collected his award 
at a ceremony held at The 
Exchange Hotel, Cardiff 
on May 3 to coincide 
with ‘VQ Day’. The 
awards are organised by 
the Welsh Government in 
partnership with the 
National Training 

Eederation for Wales 
(NTfW), ColegauCymru 
/ CollegesWales and 
Qualifications Wales. 

Mr Jones said: “I 
wasn’t expecting to win 
because the competition 
was so strong. 

“This award shows 



that just because your life 
may not have been plain 
sailing, it doesn’t mean 
you can’t change 
direction and vocational 
qualifications are the 
way to do it. They allow 
you to open your mind in 
a different way and to 
push yourself.” 

He continued: “I am 
currently developing the 
college’s first cadet force 
and I would like to see 
that progress. I am also 
leading a new HND 
course in public services 
and I would like to take 
students from level one 
to level five.” 

The fact that he has 
gone through his own 
dark days helps him 
relate to his students. A 


damaged spine while 
training for the Royal Air 
Eorce left him in a 
wheelchair, followed by 
a series of operations and 
deep depression. 

“I spent my first year 
teacher training in a 
wheelchair, the second 
on crutches, and the third 
barely walking,” he said. 

Mr Jones’s lectures are 
underpinned with ‘trust, 
equality, humour, and 
careful planning’. 

Eour years in the 
Army Reserves instilled 
discipline which he takes 
into the lecture room and 
90 per cent of his 
students’ progress to 
further learning. 

His approach to 
learning extends to 


digital where he has 
created a YouTube 
channel encouraging 
group chats and forums. 
“Education has given me 
the chance to do things I 
never thought I could, so 
I want to encourage my 
learners to have this 
experience too,” said Mr 
Jones. 

James Young, head of 
the college’s sport, 
tourism and public 
services department, 
said: “Being both 

physically disabled and 
dyslexic, Mr Jones has 
experience of how 
barriers can impact on 
learning. As a result, Tom 
champions equality.” 

Vocational 
qualifications are 


important to the 
economy, companies and 
individuals, as they 
deliver the trained, 
talented employees that 
businesses are crying out 
for and ensure young 
people have the skills 
needed to succeed in 
education and work. 

Minister for Welsh 
Language and Lifelong 
Learning, Eluned 

Morgan congratulated 
Mr Jones, saying: “A VQ 
award is a symbol of 
dedication towards a 
chosen profession, 

demonstrating to others a 
real commitment towards 
personal and professional 
development.”

Bluebell woods

BARRIE from Penarth and 
District Ramblers led an 
impromptu rail ramble, 
journeying down to Ferryside 
for a nine-mile walk along the 
Wales Coastal Path to 
Carmarthen. 

Arriving in overcast conditions, the 
group of five set off through the 
village and along a quiet lane with 
grand views over the River Tywi to 
the ruined Llansteffan Castle. 

A long haul by road past beautiful 
spring flowers adorning the 
hedgerows brought them eventually 
into soggy long-grassed fields and a 
stop for morning break, before 
heading through a beautiful bluebell 
wooded cwm and a manicured garden, 
complete with a double pig sty. 

Meadows overlooking the winding 
Tywi River, leading towards their 
intended destination brought them 
through a muddy old farmyard with 
crumbling outbuildings and along a 
water-filled farm track to the quiet 
village of Croesyceiliog for lunch. 

More road walking led to the noisy 
and busy outskirts of Carmarthen and 
quickening their footsteps back to the 
railway station, they managed to catch 
an earlier than expected train home. 

On the same day a group of six 
walkers joined Jan and John for a 
short walk on the Machen Forge Trail. 

In glorious sunshine, they walked 
beside Green Row, terraced cottages 
that were built for the men who dug 
out the mine shafts, their dormitory 
they nicknamed ‘The Barracks.’ 

They passed the Pickle Ponds and 
reached the site of the 16th century 
Machen Forge where only the ruined 
stables remain where prior to the 
coming of the railways, it housed the 
pack horses that were used to carry 
iron and coal from the forge to 
Newport.

belies its industrial past, the group 
crossed a viaduct and up onto the old 
railway line for the journey to 
Waterloo. 

A short climb past stones with pin 
holes that were part of the old 
tramway brought them to the site of 
Pentwyn Mine.

Banning letters part of

Council fails to cope 
with mental health 
assessment backlog 


THOUSANDS of 
people are waiting 
for urgent mental 
health assessments 
in the Vale as the 
council struggles 
with a backlog of 
referrals. 

Eigures have revealed 
that the Vale Council 
social services had more 
than 2,000 referrals 
waiting for deprivation 
of liberty safeguards at 
one point this year. 

Deprivation of liberty 
(DoL) safeguards under 
the Mental Capacity Act 
are designed to protect 
people who cannot make 
decisions about their own 
care and residence - and 
if accepted they are given 
continuous supervision 
and an appointed person 
is given legal powers to 
represent them. 

On January 12 this 
year Vale Council had a 
backlog of 2,005 DoL 
requests which had yet to 
be assessed, a report 
published this week has 
said. 

An internal audit said 
a Supreme Court Ruling 
in 2014 has caused “a 
significant increase in 
referrals which the team 
were unable to manage”. 

The landmark ruling 
made factors such as the 
purpose of a DoL, the 
person’s compliance with 
it, or whether it allowed a 
person to live a 


comparatively normal 
life irrelevant when 
social services decided 
upon applications. 

Lance Carver, the Vale 
Council’s director of 
social services, said the 
2014 ruling “created a 
huge rise in the number 
of DoL authorisation 
requests made across the 
United Kingdom”. 

“As a result the Vale 
Council is by no means 
alone in dealing with a 
backlog,” he said. 

“The council has 
worked closely with 
regional partners to 
deliver an efficient DoL 
team which covers the 
entire Vale and Cardiff 
region including 

providing authorisations 
for people in hospitals. 

“Welsh Government 
has contributed a small 
sum towards the 
development of this 
service. Every year since 
the ruling, the Vale 
Council has found 
additional funding to 
support growth in this 
service. 

“We continue to 
review the potential to 
release more resources to 
it with the aim of 
reducing the backlog.”

‘Hinkley radioactive 
mud carries same 
risk as eating 20 
bananas a year’ - EDF 


THE Welsh 
Government 
petitions committee 
has released a 
report into the 
proposed dumping 
of sediment from 
the Hinkley Point 
C, designed to 
guide the National 
Assembly when it 
debates the issue 
on May 23. 

This follows 7.000 
people signing a petition 
calling for the 
suspension of a marine 
licence allowing the 
depositing of sediment 
dredged from outside 
the Hinkley Point 
nuclear reactor in the 
Severn Estuary near 
Cardiff. 

Protestors have 
branded it as 
‘radioactive mud’. 

The report includes 
the claim that the mud 
has the same level of 
radioacivity as 20 
bananas (consumed by 
one person over 12 
months). 

An alternative 
measure offered in the 
report is that someone 
living in Pembrokeshire 
is exposed to 50 times 
more radiation (due to 
naturally occurring 
Radon) than the mud

“It is clear that there 
are strong feelings 
regarding nuclear power 
and the potential effects 
of radioactive deposits 
which are generated as a 
by-product. 

“The petitioner has 
put forward an 
impassioned argument 
and garnered significant 
support for bringing the 
issue to light. 

“For their part, EDF, 
NRW and Cefas have 
been open, responsive 
and detailed in 
presenting their own 
evidence. 

“Depositing of the 
sediment is due to 
happen this summer so 
the timescale for 
considering the petition 
was always very tight. 

“Due to the 
timescales that the 
Petitions Committee has 
had to work to, we have 
not drawn conclusions 
or made any 
recommendations in our 
report. This will enable 
the issue, and the 
evidence we have 
received, to be debated 
fully by the National 
Assembly in the near 
future.” 

The petition 
concerns the disposal of 
sediment being dredged 
as part of the 
construction of a 
cooling water system 
for Hinkley Point C 
nuclear power station in 
Somerset. 

EDF Energy is 
building two new 
nuclear reactors at the 
Hinkley Point C site, 
capable of generating a 
total of up to 3,260MW 
of electricity. The site is 
located beside the 
currently operational 
Hinkley Point B, and 
Hinkley Point A, that is 


being decommissioned. 

The petition called 
for the licence to be 
suspended to allow for a 
full Environmental 
Impact Assessment, 
complete radiological 
analysis and core 
sampling to be carried 
out. 

It stated: “The 
sediments to be dredged 
are adjacent to the waste 
pipes used for the 
discharges from 
Hinkley’s four existing 
reactors. Analysis, 
commissioned by UK 
Government agencies, 
shows that the sediment 
is contaminated by 
radioactive waste 
discharged to sea over 
50-1- years of operations 
at the Hinkley site. 

“Calculations derived 
from the official data 
indicate that the 
proposed dredge 
sediments may hold at 
least 7 billion Bqs of 
aggregated radioactivity 
yet reports state that 
doses to humans would 
be very low.”

AT last, winds from 
the south intro¬ 
duced temperatures 
that gave the 
pollinators and 
blossoms a much- 
needed boost. 

This change in the 
weather also allowed this 
year’s intake of 
beginners to acquire 
hands-on experience at 
the Cardiff Society 
training apiary at Dyffryn 


Gardens. 

Winter losses are quite 
prevalent this year and 
there are those who are 
relieved to find out that 
they are not alone with 
regards to these losses. 

As usual here at 
Fonmon the oilseed rape 
is in abundance! And the 
bees love it. Many other 
pollen and nectar sources 
are in evidence but it is 
the rape that the bees 
home in on. 

Given fair weather the 


beekeeper can look 
forward to the super 
boxes filling up rapidly, 
the ladies of the hive 
(they do all the foraging) 
never reach a situation 
where they decide that 
enough has been 
gathered in.

Now the downside for 
the beekeeper. Oilseed 
Rape honey begins to 
form crystals very 
rapidly once the bees 
have converted nectar 
into honey, and judging 
the optimum time to 
remove it only comes 
with hard won 
experience. 

Get it wrong and it 
will have crystallised in 
the comb and attempting 
to extract it in this form is 
an experience to be 
avoided. 

You must not let the 
bees cap it over with a 
wax seal as is the norm 
with other forms of 
honey. By the way - it is 
the bees who decide just 
what is to be collected, 
not the beekeeper. 

Due to the appalling 
start to our year 
everything is well 
delayed. I will be 
attempting to replace 
some of my died-out 
colonies once the 
numbers in the surviving 
hives increase. 

Splitting a hive is a 
form of swarm control 
and also a way to regain 
some of your losses. Will 
the apiary have to cease 
when and if the proposed 
sale of the Fonmon 
Estate goes through?

New licensing committee 
chairman was prosecuted 
by health inspectors 


THE Vale Council 
has elected a 
businessman whose 
company was fined 
for rodent 

infestation as its 
new licensing 

committee 
chairman. 

Cllr Vincent Driscoll 
was director of The Fresh 
Bacon Company when it 
was fined £18,000 in 
2005 after health 
inspectors found a mouse 
and maggots on the floor 
of the company’s 
premises in Barry. 

He was also 
suspended for one month 
by Dinas Powys 
Community Council in 
2015 after allegations he 
was running dog 
boarding kennels without 
a licence from Vale 
council and for 
misconduct over a 
planning matter. 

Cllr Driscoll was 
elected as chairman of 
the authority’s licensing 
and public protection 
committee, for which he 
is paid £9,000-a-year on 
top of his £13,600 
allowance as a 
councillor, following an 
annual meeting of the 
council on May 9. 

Cllr Driscoll, who has 
been a Vale councillor 
since May 2017, said he 
will look to repay the 
faith shown in him by the 
council and asked to be 
judged on his work and 
integrity going forwards. 

Plaid Cymru said its 
group did not support his 
nomination. 

In October 2005, The 
Fresh Bacon Company 


was fined £18,000 and 
ordered to pay £1,235.67 
in costs to the Vale 
Council, which brought 
the prosecution, after 
admitting six charges of 
breaching health and 
hygiene regulations. 

Inspectors also found 
scraps of fresh meat 
lying on the floor, and 
dirty equipment 

including maggots on a 
meat sheers. 

Speaking at the time, 
Cllr Driscoll said his 
company had “cleaned 
up our act and learnt big 
lessons,” bringing in new 
staff and spending 
£10,000 on 

improvements. He 
claimed former staff at 
the factory had ignored 
his instructions on 
cleaning before he had 
gone on holiday. 

Cllr Driscoll listed 
The Fresh Bacon 
Company on the register 
of councillor’s interests 
for 2017-18. 

In 2015, he was 
suspended as a member 
of Dinas Powys 
Community Council over 
allegations that he 
operated dog boarding 
kennels at his home in 
Sunny croft Lane without 
a licence from the Vale 
Council. 

He told a Vale Council 
Standards Committee in 
December of that year 
the kennels were not 
used commercially - 
despite advertising them 
and applied for 
planning permission 
retrospectively. 

Cllr Driscoll had also 
been accused of failing to 
declare an interest on at

It’s taken me a while 
to warm to Melissa 
McCarthy; so good in 
Bridesmaids , it felt like 
every part after that 
(with very few 
exceptions) saw her 
mine the same ground 
to less and less amusing 
effect. 

It was Spy that turned 
me round, a film that 
certainly didn’t veer too 
far away from her 
seemingly preferred 
gear but one in which 
she was very good. 

She’s good in Life Of 
The Party, but even she 
can’t save a laboured 
and only periodically 
funny ‘comedy’ from 
falling flat on its face 
and eliciting boredom 
rather than laughs. 
What’s most perturbing 
is this film, much like 
Tammy and The Boss, is 
written by McCarthy 
and her husband, Ben 
Falcone, who also 
directed those films and 
directs here. 

What those latter two 
films have in common 
is that they are just not 
funny; they are tired, 
dull, yawnsome 
exercises in trying to 
generate laughs when 
the material is just plain 
rubbish. 

Life Of The Party 
fares a little better (and 
is certainly a faint cut 
above those two 
atrocities of modem 
cinema), but it’s a real 
shame that McCarthy 
does a decent job in 
front of the camera, as

it’s undone by the 
leaden material she has 
(in part) given herself. 

There are moments 
of strong humour (no 
doubt improvised) but 
there are also plenty of 
gags that just don’t 
land. 

The plot is a tired 
rehash of several films, 
replete with the de 
rigueur dance-off, 
make-over sequence 
and the triumph over 
the roadblock placed in 
front of the main 
character that kick starts 
the final act and often 
sees a celebrity cameo 
save the day. 

McCarthy is far from 
terrible; instead she 
makes Deanna a well- 
rounded character rather 
than just a punchline, 
and her development, 
while plotted poorly, is 
nicely played. 

Also worthy of note 
are Gillian Jacobs, who 
you may know from 
Netflix’s tremendous 
Love (and if you don’t, 
you need to get to know 
as soon as possible) as 
Deanna’s classmate and 
the always-great Maya 


Rudolph who, as 
Deanna’s best friend, 
gets the best material to 
work with (which 
doesn’t really say 
much). 

What lets down Life 
Of The Party the most 
is the pairing of 
McCarthy and Falcone 
on scriptwriting duty, 
not to mention 
Falcone’s rather flat 
direction. Her work 
with Paul Feig is 
comfortably her best, 
and this is another 
example of her needing 
a more focused foil to 
work with, as Falcone 
just isn’t that person. 

Script-wise, less 
could have been a 
whole lot more; subtlety 
is not something this 
film pays much mind to, 
and with a little more 
care (and a whole lot 
more humour) this 
could have been 
something reasonably 
entertaining. As it is, it’s 
just another one of 
those ‘unfunny Melissa 
McCarthy films’, a 
category that is starting 
to become rather full. 

VERDICT: Melissa 
McCarthy’s third effort 
with husband Ben 
Falcone manages to 
supersede the 
lamentable efforts of 
Tammy and The Boss - 
but only just. If Life Of 
The Party were a 
character you met at a 
party you’d be bored 
within two minutes - 
unfunny, dull and 
tiresome in the extreme. 
The efforts of certain 
cast members are 
appreciated, but this is 
still am exceedingly 
mediocre film. Poor.

WOODLAND TRUST 
OPPOSES NEW M4- 
A48 LINK ROAD 


SIX ancient woods 
and hundreds of 
years of history face 
the axe if an M4 - 
A48 road scheme 
goes ahead. 

Dormice, herons and 
bluebells are under 
threat, and local people 
have only until May 18 
to speak up for the 
woods, according to the 
Woodland Trust. 

The trust (Coed 
Cadw), the UK’s largest 
woodland conservation 
charity has raised the 
alarm about plans to 
build a new links road 
between the M4 and the 
A48. 

The Vale Council is 
currently consulting on 
two route options, to the 
east and west of 
Pendoylan. One route 
would threaten six 
irreplaceable ancient 
woods, the other would 
threaten seven. 

The small areas of 
ancient woodland that 
remain in Wales 
represent the last 
remnants of the 
wildwood that once 
covered much of the 
country. They date back 


to at least 400 years, 
though many may go 
back to the period 
following the last ice age. 

Ancient woodlands 
make up only 2 per cent 
of the land area of the 
UK, yet they contain a 
variety of wildlife not 
found anywhere else and 
within normal human 
timescales they are 
irreplaceable. 

Planning Policy 

Wales, which sets a 
framework for all 
planning in Wales states 
clearly that: ‘Ancient and 
semi-natural woodlands 
are irreplaceable habitats 
of high biodiversity 
value which should be 
protected from 

development that would 
result in significant 
damage.’ 

As far as the 
Woodland Trust is aware, 
no detailed ecological 
survey of the woods 
affected has yet been 
carried out. But typically 
ancient woods like these 
in the Vale provide a 
habitat for a rare variety 
of wildlife, with iconic 
species such as dormice, 
herons and bluebells. 
Their underlying 


limestone geology 
affects the species of 
wild flowers found there 
and makes them all the 
more unusual and 
valuable. 

Nigel Pugh, the 
Woodland Trust’s 

campaigns officer in 
Wales said: “We’re 
hugely concerned about 
these plans. Ancient 
woodland is literally 
irreplaceable and it’s 
protected in Welsh 
planning policy. So it’s 
not OK for the Vale 
Council to offer two 
options, both of which 
would destroy ancient 
woodland, and ask the 
public which should be 
destroyed. 

“We’re determined to 
stand up for these 
irreplaceable ancient 
woods and we’re asking 
the public to help. We’re 
inviting anyone who’s 
keen to protect the rich 
and rare habitat these 
woods provide to take 
part in the consultation 
by going to our website

“These include the 
nature of any post-Brexit 
deal with the EU and 
what exactly we are 
transitioning to.” 

Mr Roberts said that 
compared with other 
administrations Wales 
had an excellent 14 year 
track record when it 
came to implementing 
transitions to new 
policies, but that great 
care was needed if this 
was to continue. 

“Attempting to phase 
in a new system from 
2020 could be damaging 
for businesses if it is 
overly ambitious and 

poorly investigated. 

“Given that 2020 is 
little more than 18 

months away, such a 
system would have to be 
compatible with current 
established IT systems if 
the sort of administrative 
meltdowns seen in 

Scotland and England 
were to be avoided,” he 
added. 

“On the other hand we 
may need to rapidly 
implement special 
measures to negate the 
impacts of some post- 
Brexit scenarios, such as 
a the loss of access to the 
EU Single Market, so it’s 
also important for Welsh 
Government to ensure 


policies are flexible and 
able to take account of a 
variety of different 
circumstances, and that 
their policies do not put 
us in a corner. 

“All the tools in the 
box must be kept 
available.” 

Mr Roberts said the 
FUW would continue to 
consult with its 
membership and engage 
with the Welsh 
Government through the 
various Welsh 

Government groups 
which are looking at 
future policies. 

“The bottom line is 
that protecting family 
farms and our rural 
communities must be 
central to any future 
policy.” 

Whatever the outcome 
of the Brexit 
negotiations, Welsh 
farmers will compete at 
some level with those in 
the rest of the EU 
operating under the next 
Common Agricultural 
Policy support system - 
proposals for which will

“Wales needs to be

USA meets the Sailors’ Society 


AT the monthly meeting of 
Sully U3A on May 10, the 
guest speaker was Yvonne 
Penn from Sailors’ Society. 

After a short history of the society, 
she described the work carried out by 
its workers and volunteers across the 
world. 

Founded 200 years ago in 1818, 
Sailors’ Society is a charity that 
supports and cares for an often 
forgotten group of people. It is multi- 
denominational in terms of outlook, as 
are the trustees, staff and the service 
they provide. 

Their chaplains help seafarers and 
their families, from all faiths and 
none, with welfare and practical 
support. 

They visit ships in ports and talk 
with seafarers who are often away 
from home for many months at a 
time. The society assists them to keep 
in touch with much-missed loved 
ones. 

It also helps with access to medical 
treatment. It liaises with frightened 
families when seafarers are kidnapped 
by terrorists or imprisoned, mostly 
through no fault of their own. 

The society builds homes and 
schools and provides grants to bring 
hope and security to seafaring 
communities. 

They reach out to seafarers in their 
place of work, on board the huge 
variety of cargo and cruise ships and 
take them practical services like 
phone cards to connect with loved 
ones at home, the latest newsprint in 


many languages and access to Wi-Fi 
hotspots. 

Present at many of the key ports 
around the world, the society’s 
chaplains and volunteers assist 
hundreds of thousands of seafarers 
each year, extending a hand of 
friendship, hospitality and pastoral 
care to all they meet regardless of 
rank or circumstance. 

As part of their mission, they 
provide a wide spectrum of support 
services - chaplaincy, spiritual 
guidance and counsel. They provide 
welfare support to seafarers and their 
families, assistance with continuing 
maritime education and, in dire need, 
financial help. 

Yvonne gave examples of the help 
offered to sailors who had been 
deprived of their rights, pay and even 
freedom. Some notorious shipping 
companies operate what seemed to 
those listening, to be almost slave-like 
conditions. 

In these circumstances, the Society 
has been able to obtain back pay and 
then repatriate exploited seafarers. 

Sully U3A’s chairman, Dai Jones, 
thanked Yvonne for a fascinating 
presentation.
